All but 
the first body were buried on 
the Sullivan ranch, where Co­ 
rona bossed a farm labor camp 
during harvest seasons. 
Sheriff Whitcaker said the 
oldest grave was about two 
months old and covered by 
grass. The most recent was 
less than 48 hours old, he said. 
Shortly before Corona was 
led handcuffed into the jail with 
his head covered by a blanket, 
officers carried inside an axe, a 
pruning knife and a dirt-caked 
shovel. 
Whiteaker said four victims 
had been identified by Wednes­ 
day night, 
The sheriff said all appeared 
to be transients who would be 
unlikely to be reported missing. 
County Okays Milroy Water Project 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. (AP) - 
Support for legalization of ma­ 
rijuana doubled among teen­ 
agers in the last two years, a 
Purdue University poll of 10,000 
pupils in 50 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia reveals. 
The Purdue Opinion Poll 
found 75 per cent of the high 
school pupils said they knew 
where to obtain illegal drugs. 
However, the same percent­ 
age said they did not approve 
of trying a drug. 
A similar poll conducted in 
1969 showed 18 per cent support­ 
ed legalization of marijuana. 
This time the figure was 35 per 
cent. 
The survey said there was a 
significant increase in aware­ 
ness of drugs as 75 per cent 
said they were at least "fairly 
certain" where to obtain illegal 
drugs. The 1969 figure was 38 
per cent. 
Purdue said, "The teen-ager 
today believes drug use is more 
widespread than did those in 
1969. Then 15 per cent esti­ 
mated that half or more of the 
teen-agers in high schools used 
marijuana or another drug one 
or more times. 
The spring 1971 poll of pupils 
in grades 10, 11 and 12 revealed 
that 55 per cent estimated that 
half or more of the teen-agers 
in high schools used marijuana 
or another drug one or more 
times.

All of us have heard stories 
about persons who were dead 
and didn’t know it. But here 
is a tall tale of the living dead 
that is for real. It seems that 
a man was recently released 
from a state penitentiary in New 
York State to discover that he 
was legally dead. There is an 
old law on the books of the Em ­ 
pire State which states that a 
person, having spent a number 
of years in prison, be declared 
legally dead. 
Just as this man didn’t real­ 
ize at first that he was dead, 
as far as the law is concerned 
there are many people who do 
not realize that they are spiri­ 
tually dead. Great numbers of 
individuals do not live, they 
merely exist. One of the great 
excuses given by people who 
do not attend Church, and who 
are not active in congregational 
concerns is that “ I just don’t 
have the time. I work six days 
a week, I have my family to 
raise, there just isn’t time for 
the church’s activities.” 
Psychologists have been warn­ 
ing us for years that one of the 
factors leading to mental illness 
is the lack of interest in things 
outside of ourselves. The person 
who has no outside interests, 
no causes outside of himself or 
his family to which he can give 
himself, is heading for mental 
trouble. When we live only to go 
to work, to eat, to sleep, to be 
entertained, without thinking of 
spiritual things, or of helping 
others, is to be spiritually dead, 
not alive. 
To be alive, means to have 
been given life. To be born phy­ 
sically, we need a doctor. To 
be given the gift of life, we need 
God. The Scriptures state it this 
way; “ But God’s mercy is so 
rich, and ills love for us is so 
great, that while we were spiri­ 
tually dead In our disobedience 
He brought us to life with 
Christ.” ( Ephesians 2:4-5) We 
can sum it up in this fashion; 
without Christ, the giver of life, 
we are dead. 
The inmate in New York, was 
legally dead because of his im­ 
prisonment. Those who are spir­ 
itually dead, are imprisoned in 
the penitentiary of sin. Over and 
over again, the Bible declares 
that spiritual death is the result 
of sin. “For the wages of sin is 
death . , .” (Romans 3:23) When 
we live only for ourselves, and 
not for Christ, we commit sin. 
When we do what we want to do 
instead of what God wants us 
to do (notice the “ I” in sin?) 
then we are not really alive, but 
dead. 
How then do we begin to live? 
We live through Jesus Christ, 
and that for ever! The earnings 
of sin equal death, but “ ...The 
gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” (Ro­ 
mans 3:23) God. through Jesus 
Christ is the giver of life. Unless 
we arc living for Christ, loving, 
serving, following Him, then we 
are indeed dead. 
Our 
physicians 
offices 
are 
crowded with people who do not 
wish to die. I am sure that if 
any of us knew of a disease 
which was killing us. we would 
rush to our doctors and hospi­ 
tals, crying “ cure me, cure me. 
We have prevention check ups, 
we make sure that our physical 
ills are treated, properly and 
punctually. Why? Because we 
do not wish to die. 
Many are spiritually dying, if 
not already dead. The cure is 
available, the vaccine has been 
found that will lead to the cure. 
The dead can have life again. 
The spiritual physician not only 
makes house calls, but he is 
ready and waiting to heal us. 
Let the eternal doctor apply the 
cure. Let life through Christ be­ 
gin. Someone has said that half 
the battle in being cured from 
a dangerous illness is one’s con-

Adequate, Says 
PSI Offiei 


Public Service Indiana, the el­ 
ectric energy supplier for 450,- 
000 customers in 69 counties, 
said It has ample generating 
capacity to meet this summer’s 
anticipated demands. 
Utility 
President Walter J. 
Matthews said no energy cri­ 
sis exists in the area of the 
country served by the three 
electric companies in the Ken- 
tucky-Indiana Power Pool (KIP) 
even though some other parts of 
the nation may not be in as 
strong a supply position. 
“We expect our peak energy 
use to come in August and at 
that time the KIP group will 
have adequate capacity to meet 
the projected load and still have 
a comfortable reserve,” Matt­ 
hews said. 
Maximum power capability of 
the three companies this sum­ 
mer will total 5.581,000 kilowatts. 
This will provide a 14.4 per cent 
reserve for the summer peak 
load and a 25,1 per cent margin 
over peak customer demands 
predicted for the winter of 1971- 
72. 
KIP, covering a 32,500-square- 
mile area served by Public Serv­ 
ice Indiana, Indianapolis Power 
and Light Company and Ken­ 
tucky Utilities Company, will 
have nearly one million kilo­ 
watts more generating capabili­ 
ty this summer than last. 
Public Service Indiana placed 
a 518,000 kilowatt generating 
unit in service at its new Cay­ 
uga Station in Vermillion County 
last October. Kentucky Utilities 
will put a new 427,000 kilowatt 
unit in service by mid-June at 
its E. W. Brown Station near 
Lexington, Ky. 
Matthews said his company 
has always encouraged its cus­ 
tomers not to waste energy and 
will cooperate in every way pos­ 
sible to help relieve evergy pro­ 
blems elsewhere. 
“All of our promotional ef­ 
forts are aimed at achieving a 
better balance in the use of our

Found Among Happy Hoosier Items

Thousands of coeds are grad­ 
úa ting from. Indiana colleges 
this month but few have a 
beaming husband and five chil­ 
dren in the audience. 
Mrs. La Donna Kelly did when 
she graduated Sunday from De- 
Pauw University. It marked six 
years of work which at times 
meant “not having meals ready 
on time and your husband ac­ 
cepting the fact you have to 
study when he’d like to go 
somewhere,” the 33-year-old el­ 
ementary education major said. 
The Kellys live at Rt 2, Green- 
castle. 
It was in 1965, nine years and 
five children after her high 
school graduation, that Mrs. 
Kelly began to think of becom­ 
ing a teacher. She enrolled at 
DePauw for one course to see 
“if I could make it.” 
The next three years she car­ 
ried 8-12 hours a semester and 
then beca me a f ulltime student 
for the last two years, earning 
a place on 'the dean’s list. 
The name of Gordon Luckett, 
a 41-year-old captain on the 
Purdue University police force 
in West Lafayette, has been 
added to the list of persons 
whose lives have been spared 
through the artificial kidney 
machine and the generosity of 
others. 
Until three weeks ago there 
was little hope for Luckett’s 
survival. He has suffered pro­ 
gressive kidney, failure since 
1963. 
Then came the dialysis ma­ 
chine and also Mrs. Robert J. 
Prather of Lafayette, who start­ 
ed a fund drive to help pay the 
$30,000 for Luckett’s hospitaliza­ 
tion, the kidney machine and 
supplies to operate it for a year. 
Already Mrs Prather has 
raised about $6,000 with the 
Purdue Exponent, the univer­ 
sity student newspaper, collect­ 
ing about $600 and the Cary 
Quadrangle men’s residence 
hall pledging $500. 
Luckett and his wife have 
three children, age 17, 15 and 7. 
He cannot be considered for a 
transplant because of diabetes 
and a heart murmur. 
“It feels real good” to be 
back on the job fulltime, Luck­ 
ett said. 
'The young people of Moores- 
ville Friends Church are taking 
over the service again this Sun­ 
day. Every month with a fifth 
Sunday, the junior high and 
high school classes of the 
church plan and conduct the 
service. 
“These are among our best 
services,” said Mrs. Stuart 
Ruona, a member of the con­ 
gregation, She said the young­ 
sters also have formed the Bell 
Choir which performs also at 
other churches and old people's 
homes. 
“'When a young man .in the 
church was crippled in an auto­ 
mobile accident, it was these 
young people who took up a 


love offering of nearly $500 to 
help his family,” Mrs. Ruona 
said.

Corps Center is boasting a first 
—its new junior Optimist dub. 
Dubbed the Soulful Movement 
Octagon Club, the group was 
chartered May 17 and Gov. Ed­ 
gar D. Whitcomb issued a spe­ 
cial proclamation.

Refininishing furniture is one 
of the most satisfying hobbies 
there is. Few do-it-yourself pro­ 
jects can equal the gratification 
that ensues after an old piece of 
furniture has been converted 
into something that is a delight 
to the eye. 
One part of the job, however, 
is pure misery—that of remov­ 
ing the old finish. At its best, 
it’s a messy procedure. Even 
worse, there is no way of telling 
ahead of time how much trouble 
you will have or how long it will 
take. Those factors are deter­ 
mined by the toughness of the 
old finish and how many coats 
have been applied over the 
years. Another possible trouble­ 
maker is a stain that may have 
penetrated so deeply that the 
color remains even after the 
surface coating has been re- 
jnoved. 
Because there are different 
kinds of removers, it is impor­ 
tant that the manufacturer’s in­ 
structions be followed to the let­ 
ter. There are liquid removers; 
the semi-paste type; the wipe- 
on, 
wipe-off 
product; 
the 
flammables 
and 
non-fia mut­ 
ables; and those that either do 
or do not require special rinsing 
agents after the job is complet­ 
ed.After the remover is applied, 
you must wait until the surface 
takes on a wrinkly or bubbly ap­ 
pearance, indicating that he 
chemical has taken effect. When 
scraping must be done, which is 
most of the time, use a putty 
knife, being sure it has no sharp 
edges that might gouge the 
wood. To further guard against 
damaging the wood, hold the

knife in a nearly horizontal posi­ 
tion as you scrape. If the finish 
does not yield immediately, it 
means that the remover has not 
done its work or that more of 
the chemical must be applied. 
In putting it on. by the way, use 
a brush, spreading evenly and 
fully and without going back 
and forth. 
Depending on. the solidity of 


the old finish, you may have to 
repeat the entire operation two 
or three times. If, when you 
have removed the old coats of 
varnish, paint or whatever, a 
color still remains in the wood., 
there are several things you can 
do. Try sanding. If that doesn’t 
work, soak steel wool in a mix­ 
ture of detergent and water and 
rub vigorously over the stained 
areas. Change the steel wool 
frequently, especially if it be­ 
comes discolored. 
The last resort to combatting 
imbedded stain is to bleach it. 
Use a commercial bleach and. 


go over the entire surface. Work 
carefully, since it is a strong 
chemical. Follow the directions 
on how to rinse the wood after 
the bleaching operation. Wait at 
least a day before starting to re­ 
finish the furniture, using a 
sealer before doing anything 
else.

U.S. Probing 


Charges Made 


By Migrants

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Labor 
Department 
ii 
in­ 
vestigating charges its Farm 
L a b o r 
Service 
knowingly 
breaks wage, health and civil 
rights 
laws 
in 
referring mi­ 
grant workers to farm jobs. 
A month ago several huhdréd 
farm workers and department 
employes filed 1,500 pages of 
documents they said proved the 
service was run for the food of 
growers—not —the workers—an 
that it frequently violated the 
law. 
“ There is a real sincere dedi­ 
cation to get at the bottom of 
these charges,’’ a Labor De­ 
partment spokesman said Tues­ 
day. 
“We have established a spe­ 
cial review task force to consid­ 
er every complaint," he added. 
The charges against FLS in­ 
cluded accusations the service 
placed migrant workan on un­ 
safe buses for lengthy journeys, 
recommended camps that vio­ 
lated state sanitation laws and 
minimum wage laws, and told 
migrants they could find work 
“ around the comer" where un­ 
scrupulous employers waited. 
Mario Obledo, executive di­ 
rector of the Mexican-Amarican 
Legal 
Defense 
Educational 
Fund, said he was encouraged 
by the Labor Department’! in­ 
itiation of its own probe. 
The fund is convinced, Obledo 
said, “this will mean early ter­ 
mination of the Farm Labor 
Service. The violations of law 
by the FLS are so blatant that 
the investigators, once they se­ 
cure first hand knowledge, will 
have no choice but to recom­ 
mend immediate termination.*’ 
A lawyer with the Migrant 
Legal 
Action 
Program 
Inc., 
which helped prepare the April 
22 petition, said “I think they 
are taking it seriously. They’ve 
got to come up with something. 
The problem is to keep the 
pressure on to show' them we’re 
not going to go away." 
The 
petition 
contended 
the 
FLS, 
recently 
renamed 
the 
Rural Manpower Service, was 
so manipulated J iy large grow­ 
ers that it was Bbnond reform­ 
ing. 
They proposed it be replaced 
by a job referral service run by 
the migrants themselves.

Insects of the Month 
Corn flea beetle as reported 
in last week’s column is still 
causing bacterial wilt of corn in 
some areas. Recommendation is 
two pounds of seven per acre, 
which will also give cutworm 
‘ control. If flea beetle control is 
the only one of concern, you can 
use one pound of seven per acre. 
Between now and June 15 is 
the time to treat lawns with 
diazionon or dylox granules for 
the sod webworm problem. 
Elm leaf beetles are working 
on skeltonizing elm leaves. East- 
'ern tent: caterpillars have been 
around for a couple of weeks 
and are more mature and have 
left infested trees and are craw­ 
lers about the lawn, walk and 
porches. Chemicals to use for 
'tent caterpillars are dieldrin, 
diazionon or sevin. 
Wood cockroaches have made 
-their annual appearance. This 
roach lives in woody areas. The 
males are attracted by light and 
get into houses by crawling 
through openings. 
Other big problem;s are silver- 
fish, little grain bugs in the 
'•flour, termites or powder poast 
. beetles. 
Pesticide Safety 
\ Pesticide usage at this time 
•of year increases many fold. 
1 Remember to keep the pesticid­ 
es out of reach of children. Most 
cases of pesticide poisoning oc­ 
curs in children five years of 
age or less. 
As a caution to adults, be 
sure to look at the label and 
use the chemical material ac­ 
cording to directions. 
Sometime last week I recall 
seeing a story where a subur­ 
banite saw a TV ad pushing a 
certain chemical for farm use 
to control a certain weed pro­ 
blem on the farm. The recom­ 
mendation was two pounds of 
.active material per acre so the 
suburbanite figured if two pound 
would do the job, the equivalent 
of ten pounds per acre on his 
lawn would do even better, so 
the ten pounds per acre equival­ 
ent w:,as applied. Results., no 
weeds, no lawn. Even with the 
application of activated char­ 
coal and plenty of water it will 
be sometime before Mr. Home­ 
owner will have anything grow­ 
ing in his lawn. 
Blend Milk Price 
According to the Miami Val­ 
ley 
Milk 
Producers 
Associa­ 
tio n , the gross blend price of 
-3.5 per cent butterfat Grade A 
jn ilk for April was $5.71 per 
•hundredweight in the Indiana 
Marketing Area. 
This is the 
price after the 30 cent set aside 
that is in effect for the months 
of April, May, June and July. 
One fourth of the set aside fund 
is added to each of the months 
of September, October, Novem­ 
ber and December. 


The blend price for this past 
April was 19 cents higher than 
April 1970 and 44 cents higher 
than April I960. 
The average daily production 
per producer last month was 
38 pounds more than the same 
month a year ago. The negotiat­ 
ed Class I price of $6.66 for 3.5 


p e r cent milk was in affect dur­ 
ing April, and the Federal Order 
Class 1 price for April was $6.28 
per cwt. Figuring that the farm ­ 
er received $6.66 a hundred­ 
weight means the farm er gets 
roughly 55 cents a gallon for 
his milk, but not all milk is sold 
as 
Class 
I 
by 
any 
means 
throughout the year. The blend 
price of $5.71 is more near the 
actual figure so if you use this 
figure the farm er gets roughly 
47 cents a gallon for his milk 
based on 3.5 per cent butterfat 
test. 
Purdue Intern Program 
A program initiated a year or 
so ago that has not received 
much publicity is the program 
where agriculture students en­ 
rolled at Purude University have 
an option to enrich their educa­ 
tional program and build work 
experience under the new coop­ 
erative Industry Intern program 
in agriculture. This is a five 
year plan in which the students 
attends college and work in ag­ 
ricultural industry in alternating 
periods. 
Students earn enough general­ 
ly in their work periods to put 
themselves through college. 
Dr. W.D. Downey is program 
coordinator for this program. 
The student enters the job m ar­ 
ket with an actual 18 months 
of experience. 
Amimal Health Information 
Salvage of hog cholera herds 
was discontinued as of March 1. 
All swine from an infected herd 
must go directly to a rendering 
plant or be buried. 
Area tuberculosis testing here 
in the state has been discontin­ 
ued as of January 1, but during 
the month of February, there 
were 173 herds with a total of 
3,065 cattle tested at owner’s 
expense.

Purdue University plant pathol­ 
ogists said Wednesday there is 
no evidence of southern corn 
leaf blight in Indiana so far this 
spring. 
But the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said a virulent form of 
Southern Corn leaf blight has 
been confirmed in Illinois and 
Kentucky. 
P u rd u e 
pa thologists 
ha v e 
been checking daily an average 
of one dozen corn plant samples 
submitted 
by 
area 
extension 
crop agents. 
Meanwhile, 
USDA 
officials 
said the infestation in Illinois 
was 
confined 
to 
a 
half-acre 
field in St. Clair County and ap­ 
parently was related to a shell­ 
ing operation of old corn stored 
nearby. 
' ‘Illinois extension plant path­ 
ologists reported that some 1970 
crib-stored 
corn 
believed 
to 
have 
contained blight fungus 
spores was shelled on a wet 
windy 
day,” 
the 
departm ent 
said. 
The Kentucky outbreak was 
described as an isolated case in 
Todd County. A spokesman said 
no 
further 
information 
was 
available. 
In addition to the one con­ 
firmed Illinois case of “ Race 
T” blight the most damaging 
kind, other suspected infesta­ 
tions have been reported. 
Those 
involve 
“ Volunteer” 
com plants growing from scat­ 
tered seeds from the 1970 crop 
in Champaign and Marion coun­ 
ties in Illinois, the department 
said. 
Deparment agents said they 
have not completed tests on 
samples from those counties to 
determine if the blight is the 
most dangerous kind. 
In the South, where blight 
originated 
last year, the 
di­ 
sease developed is well behind 
the rate of a year ago, officials 
said.

warned 
farm ers about corn shelling op­ 
erations. 
Eric Sharvelle, 
Purdue ex­ 
tension 
plant pathologist, 
re­ 
ported there has been cold wea­ 
ther injury and flea beetle dam ­ 
age, but no indie ation of blight 
in the state. 
The 
Indiana 
plant 
patholo­ 
gists said the corn planting in 
Indiana is about 80 per cent 
complete, about double the per­ 
centage of past years and about 
half the plants have emerged, 
with 
growth averaging about 
two inches at present.

Corn fields should be examin­ 
ed as soon as plant leaves ap­ 
pear for possible cutworm dam ­ 
age. say Purdue University ex­ 
tension 
entomologists.

The action took the form of a 
counterclaim in a suit brought 
against N.F.O. by Mid-America 
and certain of its 
members. 
N.F.O.’s

damages amounting to $125,052, 
and in addition the dissolution 
of the cooperatives in question. 
The imformation brought to 
the attention of Dale Mantooth, 
Rush Co. president, states that 
Beatrice Foods Company and 
its subsidiary, 
Boswell Dairy 
Company, were also named as 
defendants to these charges. 
The N.F.O1. 
action 
charges 
the defendants with conspiring 
to fix the price and control the 
supply of raw milk in mid west­ 
ern markets and to exclude N.
